Chino Basin Water District

The Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District at a special 
board meeting June 30 voted 
unanimously to accept a re- 
port from the James Mont- 
gomery Engineering firm out- 
lining a program to meet the 
needs of the area for collect- 
ing and disposing of industrial 
waste products. 

In addition, the Board ac- 
cepted a report from Bartle 
Wells Associates of San Fran- 
cisco outlining a complete fi- 
nancing plan for the disposal 
system. 

The two lengthy reports con- 
stitute a complete engineering 
and financial description of the 
project which is slated to come 
before the voters in a$16, 


000 bond issue election in the 
fall. 

Copies of the reports are 
available for inspection by citi- 


zens at the Chino Basin Munici- 
pal Water District office, 855° 
Archibald, Cucamonga. 

The Montgomery report 
states ‘‘The proposed system 
(Nonreclaimable Industrial 
Waste Water Disposal System ) 
will be one of the major com- 
ponents of a very strong re- 
source base -- water, power, 


waste disposal -- that will per- 
mit industry to develop in the 
area.”
